Toe FLQ would merit little attention from tne Socialist Party were it not for their 
claim to Socialism (FLQ Manifesto II 2) for if toe claim is true tnen tnoeir objectiv- 
és could be identified witn tne S.P.C.'s objectives and their metnods identified with 
5.P.C. metnods. Is tnis tue case? 


Tne FIQ's plea against racism (FLQ Manifesto I 5) mignt appear very parallel to tae 
Socialist'’s stand (S.P.c. - Declaration of Principles #4) nowever, the discerning 
reader will see that the FLQ contradict tnenselves as well as negating their plea 
against segregtion. Tney appeal for liberation of Quebec workers (FLQ Man. I 9). 
Mitoear is their behavior in beating a Reuter's reporter because he spoke English a 
minforcenent of toeir anti-racism clain. 


It is difficult to present an argument against tne FLQ’s claizs that tne capitalist 
class controls tne means of communication or toat tney reinforce tneir positions with 
violence. Where tney do fall down is in tneir igtorance hat toey feel tney can 
match this violence witn counter-violence. The naivete of taois contention nas read= 
lly been snown in the reaction to FLQ terrorism - a dramatic display of tae cavital- 
{st's miznt in Quebec - a display wnicao, 1s only a small fraction of the capitalist's 
potential. Ine Socialist Party of Canada nas always recognized viclence as tce do- 
Bain of tne capitalist class and oas toerefore always denouced it as a means to aca- 
deve Socialism. 


And with whom do tne FLQ intend to allay taemselves in tneir alleged Socialist ob- 
sective? - With "trade unions", "numerous movements, committees and, popular assoc-~ 
fations.

The NINETEENTH CENTURY FLQ 


In this latter half of the 19th. century when the technical conditions exist for an 
easy transfer to a world of a Cadillac level of naterial consumption for all, and fre- 
dom from mind-destroying drudgery, the F.L.Q. wants to fractionalize furtner, tne al- 
ready outmoded, fractional idea of nationalisn. 


the plight of French Canadian workers will not be cleared up by a transfer to French 
speaking exploiters - a retreat into the past. There are many new nations of the "thin 
world" where tne workers are worse off, or no better than when they were being taken by 
outside colonialists. Working class members of the F.L.Q. have unfortunately swallowed 
tre bait. By confusing the selfisn ambitions of a few home-grown rulers, with a sol- 
ution to their preblems, they nave repeated an old mistake. 


Revolution is in context witn tne historical and industrial realities of the present, 
and 1s taking place in the minds of the world’s workers, in tneir growing ability to ste 
through tne murky version of the social scene that is fed to them by the world bour- 
geoisie in the respectable media, including tne old bourgeoisie of Quebec. When a naj: 
ority reaches consciousness, the civil rights and the ballot in the various countries 
will be an admirable instrument for winning elections, for the purpose of transferring 
title of the means of production to world society. A society based upon free access 

for all, and voluntary, enjoyable work. Without of course, the present paraphernalis 
for profit making, such as the wages system, money. banks, armies, national boundaries, 
the state, etc. -- those institutions that the unfortunate mempers of the F.L.Q. and 
the rest of the world's usefulpeople still think are as necessary to them as the air 
they breath.

1. _— Chat society as at present constituted is based upon the ownership of the means 

ivin l.e., land, factories, railways, etc.) by the capitalist or master class, 

and the consequent enslavement of the working class, by whose labor alone wealth 

produced. 

2. —..rnat in society. therefore, there is an antagonism of interests, manifesting itself 

RS @ class struggle between those who possess but do not produce, and those who 
proauce but do not possess. 

+ That this antagonism ran be abolished only by the emancipation of the working 

class from the domination of the master class, by the conversion into the com- 

* mon property of society of the means of production and distribution, and their d:mo- 


4c control by the whole people. 
} __That as in the order of social evolution the working class is the last class to 


uthieve its freedom, the emancipation of the working class will involve the 
emancipation of all mankind, without distinction of race or sex. 
5. __That this emancipation must be the work of the working class itself. 
6. __.That as the machinery of government, including the armed forces of the nation, 
exists only to conserve the monopoly by the capitalist class of the wealth taken 
from the workers. the working class must organize consciously and politically for the 
conquest of the powers of government, in order that this machinery, including these 
forces, may be converted from an instrument of oppression into the agent of emancipa- 
tion and overthrow of plutocratic privilege. 
7. ___That as political parties are but the expression of class interests, and as the 
interest of the working class is diametrically opposed to the interest of all 
sections of the master class, the party seeking working class emancipation must be 
hostile to every other party. 
Q ___THE COMPANION PARTIES OF SOCIALISM. therefore, enter the field of political 
* action determined to wage war against all other political parties, whether alleged 
labor or avowedly capitalist, and call upon all members of the working class of these 
countries to support these principles to the end that a termination may be brought 
to the system which deprives them of the fmuits of their labor, and that poverty may 
; lace to comfort, privilege to equallly, anc slave? freedom.
